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Ihe legendary past of the Virgin Islands lives 

among us today in the historical ruins and 
18th century architecture that dot the landscape 
of these islands. A walk down the narrow streets 
of our towns brings you back to the days of old 
when there were no jewelry stores, but ware- 
houses waiting for ships to arrive at one of the 
busiest ports in the Caribbean. Around each cor- 
ner, you will discover tantalizing tales of primi- 
tive peoples, European adventurers, and pirates 
and their plunder. Allow these legends to entice 
you to delve into the fascinating history of the 
Virgin Islands. 

For several thousand years before the 
Europeans discovered the Virgin Islands, the 
region was populated by three main groups of 
people that became known as Indians: the 
Ciboney, the Taino or Arawak, and the Caribs. 
Each of these tribes is thought to have migrated 
up the Lesser Antilles from the South American 
coast. Of the three groups the Caribs were the 
most aggressive and warlike and often raided 
Taino villages for goods and slaves. But fierce as 
they were, they could not contend with the 
Europeans. 


po 
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The first Europeans came to the 
islands with Christopher Columbus, 
who discovered the numerous islands 
and cays during his second voyage to 
the New World in 1493. He christened 
them Las Islas Virgenes - The Virgin 
Islands, named for St. Ursula and her 
eleven thousand sea-going virgins of 
Christian mythology. 

Columbus first sighted St. Croix, which 
he named Santa Cruz (Holy Cross) and 
claimed for Spain. After landing at Salt 
River, he encountered the Caribs and had 
the first reported fight between the 
Spaniards and the indigenous peoples of 
the New World. There never was to be a 
union between the Europeans and the 
Indians, which proved to be fateful to the 
Indians of the Virgin Islands. The 
Spaniards mined for gold, forcing the 
native Arawaks to work in the mines. The 
harsh treatment combined with inade- 
quate food and the diseases introduced by 
the Europeans, caused them to die out in 
large numbers. By the 1600's virtually all

Indians had vanished from the Virgin 


Islands. 

Eventually the Virgin Islands would 
become home to many European 
nations, including Spain, France, 
England, The Netherlands, Denmark, 
the Order of the Knights of Malta and 
finally the United States. The central 
position within the Caribbean made the 
Virgin Islands desirable as trading posts 
for early colonization. These nations 
continuously debated with each other 
over the right to possess them. 

Before colonial settlements ever took 
hold, the islands were home to pirates. 
They were attracted to the West Indies by 
the wealth of the newly discovered lands. 
It is believed they used the islands as a 
rendezvous to repair and water their 
ships and may have had irregular and 
non-permanent settlements throughout 
the islands. One well-known pirate leg- 
end centers around the popular visitor’s 
spot, Drake’s Seat, on St. Thomas, where 
Sir Francis Drake, an English navigator 
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and pirate, would reportedly watch the 
Spanish Armada sail by as his ships hid in 
the refuge of Magen’s Bay. 

The conditions for piracy were almost 
ideal: the large number of small islands 
afforded safe anchorage and refuge, the 
forests provided suitable woods for 
repairing, and the proximity of the Virgin 
Islands to the regular trade routes used by 
sailing ships entering or leaving the West 
Indies provided a suitable location. The 
deep natural harbor of Charlotte Amalie 
was a favorite among pirates plundering 
ships laden with gold coins and other 
valuable items from the European-New 
World trade routes. 

In keeping with the general European 
trend, the Danes had first been attracted 
to the West Indies by trading opportuni- 
ties in the islands. In 1666, the Danes took 
possession of St. Thomas, and attempted 
to colonize the island, but met with 
attacks on the settlement, sickness, and a 


hurricane. With no support from 


Denmark, the settlement was abandoned 
after 19 months. In 1672 a second attempt 
at colonizing St. Thomas by Denmark 
was successful. The first permanent set- 


tlement was established. The Danish flag 
was raised and formal possession of the 
island took place. Although agriculture 
was the initial interest, it soon became 
apparent that St. Thomas’ future lay in 
her port and by 1674 development along 
the waterfront began. The initial taverns 
that were so popular with the early set- 
tlers and seamen gave way to the settle- 
ment’s name of Taphus (“beer hall”) until 
1691, when the town was re-named 
Charlotte Amalie (Ah-MAHL-yah) in 
honor of the wife of King Christian V. 
Danish settlement expanded to St. 
John by 1718. Coral Bay was chosen as the 
first settlement for its strategic position 
and suitability for agriculture, especially 
sugar production. The sugar industry 
was entirely dependant on slavery, and 
by 1733 there were more than five times 
the number of slaves on St. John as own- 
ers. In November of that year the slaves 
on St. John revolted against plantation 
owners and against slavery. The slaves 
gained control of the island after slaugh- 
tering the entire garrison at Coral Bay’s 
Fort Berg. The Danes recaptured the 
island in 1734. During the seven-month 
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revolt almost a quarter of the island’s 
population was killed. 

St. Croix became a Danish possession 
in 1733, after purchasing the island from 
the French. The occupation and settle- 
ment of the island was delayed until 
1734, at which time the first settlement 
was established on the north side of the 
island in the area now known as 
Christiansted. The uniting of the three 
islands under Danish rule transformed 
them into one of the major sugar produc- 
ers in the region. While St. Croix and toa 
lesser extent St. John, became centers of 
cotton and especially sugar production, 
St. Thomas, with its excellent harbor, 
became a great trading center. It was also 
well known as a slave trading post. It was 
in Market Square, located on 
Dronningens Gade (Main Street) in 
Charlotte Amalie, St. Thomas, that some 
of the largest slave auctions in the New 
World took place. 

At about the same time, the governors 
of St. Thomas allowed the island to 
become a refuge for pirates. Piracy flour- 
ished openly and this became the time 
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that many pirate tales came into being. 
While pirates truly existed, there are 
many stories of pirates in the Virgin 
Islands after 1713 that are simply ficti- 
tious tales. The most popular tales are of 
“Bluebeard” and “Blackbeard” and their 
so-called “castles” in St. Thomas. These 
“castles” are actual buildings that still 
exist today. They were, in reality, two for- 
tified watchtowers intended to give 
warning of approaching enemy ships, 
and to give support to Fort Christian in 
defending St. Thomas. 

The tale of the pirate Bluebeard, who 
was said to have murdered his wives and 
buried them on the terrace, is pure fanta- 
sy. In fact Bluebeard never existed. But 
Blackbeard was the pirate Captain 
Edward Teach, “a swaggering merciless 
brute.” Well known throughout the 
Caribbean, Teach was feared by many 
ships until his death in 1718. Legend has 
it that he sipped rum laced with gun- 
powder from his stronghold at 
Blackbeard’s Castle. After almost 150 
years in the Caribbean, piracy was on the 
decline. After 1700, pirates were rare or 
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preferred to operate as smugglers. 

As piracy diminished, legitimate trade 
was on the rise. In 1764, Denmark 
declared St. Thomas and St. John free 
ports. This declaration bolstered an econ- 
omy that could no longer be maintained 
strictly on agriculture. By 1800, Charlotte 
Amalie was one of the busiest ports and 
trading centers for the West Indies. It 
wasn’t until 1833 that St. Croix was 
declared a free port. The trade restrictions 
continued later on St. Croix due to its 
continued importance as a producer and 
exporter of sugar. 

The 18th century saw St. Croix pros- 
per with sugar plantations and St. 
Thomas become a major trading center, 
until 1848 when Denmark abolished 
slavery. The combination of higher 
labor costs, drought, hurricanes and an 
increase in beet sugar production from 
the U.S. and Europe brought about the 
decline of the Danish West Indies as a 
major agricultural power. 

The late 1800's and early 1900’s were 
subdued years throughout the Virgin 


Caribbean history apparent everywhere.

Islands. Several natural disasters, includ- 
ing hurricanes, fires and a tidal wave, left 
Charlotte Amalie devastated and need- 
ing a major rebuilding. Many years 
would pass before the old warehouses 
would be renovated into the shopping 
district now located on Main Street and 
in the many passageways and side streets 
throughout Charlotte Amalie. 

In 1917, during WWI, the United 
States purchased the Virgin Islands from 
Denmark for $25 million. The U.S. feared 
German acquisition of the islands and 
also needed naval bases to defend 
approaches to the Panama Canal. During 
WWI, St. Thomas was developed as a 
defense base. Anti-submarine warfare 
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and the routing of U.S. convoys through 
the Caribbean waters gave St. Thomas 
and St. Croix strategic military impor- 
tance. 

The islands were under the jurisdic- 
tion of the department of the Navy until 
they were transferred to the department 
of the Interior in 1931. Currently, local 
government organization is derived from 
the U.S. Congress under the Revised 
Organic Act of 1954, which declared the 
islands to be an unincorporated territory 
of the U.S. Full USS. citizenship was not 
granted to Virgin Islanders until 1927. 

Prosperity returned to the Virgin 
Islands in the 1950’s, due to its free port 
status and as air and sea travel increased. 
In 1959, when Cuba was closed as a port 
to Americans travelers, the Virgin Islands 
moved into importance as a major tourist 
destination. Tourism and tourist expendi- 
tures have been responsible for the 
dynamic growth of the Virgin Islands 
since the 1950's. 

The official addition of the fourth 


Harbor, St. Thomas i, 


Virgin Island, Water Island, located just 
off the southern coast of St. Thomas, 
occurred in 1996, when the island was 
transferred to the Territorial Government. 
Previously, Water Island belonged to the 
U.S. Department of the Interior, who 
received title from the U.S. Army in 1952. 
Once a strategic military base during 
WWIL, the island is a quiet and quaint 
addition to the Virgin Islands. 

Today, the islands are a top port of call 
among cruise lines, a shopping mecca 
and a popular vacation destination.

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FORT CHRISTIAN © Located near 
the waterfront on the east side of 
Charlotte Amalie, this imposing brick- 
red landmark is the oldest 
building in use on St. 
Thomas and a National 
Historic Landmark. 
Named after the 
Danish King Christian V 
and built between 1672

LEGISLATURE BUILDING ° The home of | 
the U.S. Virgin Islands’ legislature since 1957, 
this distinctive building served as the Danish 
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police barracks before housing the U.S. 
Marines, then becoming a public school 
in 1930. Note the Danish coat-of-arms 
crest painted on the exterior. In 1917, the 
formal ceremony officially transferring 
ownership of the U.S. Virgin Islands to 
the United States took place in this 
building. 

EMANCIPATION PARK Across from 
Fort Christian, this small park honors the 
proclamation of the emancipation of the 
slaves on July 3, 1848. A replica of the 
United States’ Liberty Bell sits in the 
southwest corner of the park. 
Emancipation Park is a popular place for 
locals and visitors to relax on the benches 
under the shade trees. The white gazebo 
is the site for many festivities throughout 
the year. 

GRAND GALLERIA © Across from 
Emancipation Park and occupying an 
entire block sits an excellent example of 
19th century architecture, the Grand 
Galleria. Built in 1841 as the Grand Hotel, 
the building was renamed the Grand 
Galleria in 2000. Now home to shops, 
restaurants and office space, it was once 
the favorite haunt for the social elite. 
FREDERICK LUTHERAN CHURCH e 
On Norre Gade (Main Street), behind 
the Grand Galleria, off the northeast 
corner, you'll find one of St. Thomas’ 
most beautiful architectural treasures, 
the Frederick Lutheran Church. Its vast 
brick stairway leads inside to antique 
chandeliers, inscribed 19th century 
plaques, and pews, each with its own 
door, once rented to families of the con- 
gregation. Originally constructed in the 
19th century, the structure has been ren- 
ovated several times. 

POST OFFICE © Head west from the 
Frederick Lutheran Church to the Post 
Office to view the murals by famed 


Saturday Evening Post artist, Stephen 
Dohanos. 

HOTEL 1829. Directly uphill from 
the Post Office on Kongens Gade 
(Government Hill), Hotel 1829, construct- 
ed in that same year, was built as a town 
home for a French sea captain named 
Lavalette. His initials can still be seen in 
the grillwork on the balcony above the 
main entrance. 

99 STEPS ¢ Continuing east up the hill, 
you will find yourself at the foot of a 
steep set of stairs. You have reached the 
99 Steps. The stairway, built in the 1700's, 
is an example of the many stairways that 
were built into the hillsides due to 
impractical city planning by engineers in 
Denmark who had never set foot on the 
island. The multi-colored bricks used to 
build the staircase were brought over as 
ship’s ballast. As you head to the top, 
count the stairs and you will discover 
there are actually more than 99 steps. The 
grand views of the town and harbor 
make the climb worthwhile. 

CROWN HOUSE « Head left from the 
99 steps and you will soon spot the 
Crown House on your left. Now private- 
ly owned, this 18th century house was 
once used as the governor’s residence. 
BLACKBEARD’S CASTLE © Across 
from the Crown House, up the stairs, lies 
Blackbeard’s Castle. The tower construct- 
ed in 1679 by the Danish colonial govern- 
ment, as a defensive fortification to pro- 
tect St. Thomas, was once known as Fort 
Skytsborg. It is the best remaining exam- 
ple of 17th century Danish colonial mili- 
tary architecture in the Virgin Islands, 
and is the only unmodified 17th century 
fortified tower in the Caribbean. This 
National Historic Landmark was 
rumored to be the legendary home of the 


pirate Edward Teach, known as 
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Blackbeard. Legend has it that he sipped 
rum laced with gunpowder from his 
stronghold at Blackbeard’s Castle. 


» Head back down the 99 Steps 
and continue east on Government Hill 
to find the Frederick Church Parsonage. 
Built in 1725, it is one of the oldest hous- 
es on the island. It is also the only struc- 
ture on Government Hill to retain its 
18th century architecture. 

GOVERNMENT HOl > Continue 
east until you reach Government House 
on your left. Built as an elegant residence 
in 1867, today Government House serves 
as the governor's office and administra- 
tive headquarters for all the U.S. Virgin 
Islands. The three-story white structure 
houses three murals at the back of the

lobby, which were painted by Pepino 
Mangravatti in the 1930’s as part of the 
Works Projects 
Administration, and paintings by French

Impressionist Camille Pissarro, who was 
born on St. Thomas. The red guardhouse 
at the foot of the building reminds us of 
the days when the Danish ruled. 

Retrace your steps heading west down 
Government Hill where you will end up 
on Main Street across from the Post 
Office. Continue west for one block, past 
the shops on Main Street, and turn right 
on Nye Gade, just past the Little 
Switzerland Main Street store. The Dutch 
Reformed Church is on the right, on the 
corner of Nye Gade and Crystal Gade. 


Declared the oldest congregation in the 
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Virgin Islands, services were originally 
held in Fort Christian. The first church 
was built in the mid-1670's on the savan- 
nah east of the Fort and remained in use 
until 1731. In the 1740's a new church was 
built on Snegle Gade, which was later 
burned in 1804. A new church was imme- 
diately erected, but was again destroyed 
by fire in 1806. The cornerstone of the 
present church was laid September 18, 
1884 and completed and consecrated on 
February 8, 1846. The Dutch Reformed 
Church is a striking example of Greek 
Rexinal architecture.

west on Crystal Gade for one > scl to 
arrive at the Saint Thomas Synagogue. Its 
Hebrew name, Synagogue of Beracha 
Veshalom Vegmiluth Hasidim, translates 
as the Congregation of Blessing, Peace, 
and Loving Deeds. The synagogue was 
built to house a congregation founded in 


1796 by Sephardic Jews. Rebuilt in 1833,

it is the second-oldest synagogue in the 
Western Hemisphere. In 1997 the build- 
ing was designated a National Historic 
Landmark. The floor of the synagogue is 
covered in soft, white sand, which sym- 
bolizes the desert that was crossed by 
Moses and the Israelites, commemorat- 
ing the exodus of the Jews from Egypt. 

From the synagogue, head down 
Raadet’s Gade to Main Street and head 
west. Among the shops and restaurants is 
the birthplace of French Impressionist 
painter Camille Pissarro, duly noted at 
the entrance of the Camille Pissarro 
Building and further down Main Street is 
the Enid M. Baa Public Library, an excel- 
lent example: af colonial architecture.

{ SC ° Two blocks up 
from the poblic library is the site of 
what was once the largest slave market 
in the Caribbean, Market Square. The 
auction blocks now serve as an open-air 
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market where locals sell a variety of 
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fruits, vegetables, spices and fresh fish. 

Work your way back down Main 
Street and explore each passageway and 
the many shops throughout the colorful 
buildings of Charlotte Amalie. 


There’s More to St. Thomas 
Although Charlotte Amalie is the 
heart of St. Thomas, there are a number of 
other exciting points of interest scattered 
throughout the island. Hire a taxi to take 
a guided tour or rent a car and enjoy the 
freedom of sightseeing at your own pace. 
BLUEBEARD’S CASTLE ° Not to be 
mistaken with Blackbeard’s Castle above 
Charlotte Amalie, this stone tower is 
located east of downtown on the grounds 
of Bluebeard’s Castle Hotel. This cen- 
turies-old fortress bears the name 
Bluebeard, after the infamous pirate. 
Legend has it that Bluebeard built the 
castle for his true love, Mercedita. When 
the pirate discovered her to be unfaithful, 
he killed her and sailed away, never to 
return. In reality, the Danes built the 
stone tower as a supplementary watch- 
tower to aid the defenses of Fort 
Christian. The property offers spectacular 
views overlooking the harbor and town 
of Charlotte Amalie. 
WEST INDIAN COMPANY DOCK - 
Just east of Charlotte Amalie and home to 
the Havensight Shopping Mall, the West 
Indian Company Dock is the place to go 
to view the many visiting cruise ships up 
close and enjoy the view of the harbor. 
PARADISE POINT °¢ Up the hill from 
the West Indian Company Dock, 
Paradise Point offers a fantastic view of 
the harbor and beyond. Ride the 
tramway or drive up the hill to 700 feet 
above sea level. Browse the boutiques, 
walk the nature trail or enjoy an end of 
the day cocktail and catch a fantastic

sunset as you watch the cruise ships 
leave the harbor. 

TILLETT GARDENS » Tillett Gardens 
is located in Anna’s Retreat in the Tutu 
area. Founded by Jim Tillett, a silkscreen 
artist, the grounds, once an old Danish 
farm, feature the workshops and stores of 
local artisans. Throughout the year Tillett 
Gardens hosts performances at the 
Pistarckle Theater, art festivals and music 
concerts, including its popular Classics in 
the Garden series. 


The North Side is home to many 
attractions and more lush vegetation than 
is found on the rest of the island. It also 
offers some of the best views of the har- 
bor to the south and the British Virgin 
Islands and St. John to the north and east. 
SKYLINE OVERLOOK «© Above 
Charlotte Amalie is Valdimar Hill Sr. 
Drive, better known as Skyline Drive 
(Route 40). The bird’s eye view of 
Charlotte Amalie, the harbor and the 
cruise ship dock makes this overlook a 
picture perfect stop. 

DRAKE’S SEAT ° Further west on 
Route 40, is Drake’s Seat, the legendary 
mountain lookout from which Sir 
Francis Drake, an English navigator and 
pirate, would reportedly watch the 
Spanish Armada sail by as his ships hid 
in the refuge of Magen’s Bay. The 
panoramic vista is majestic with views 
of Magen’s Bay and Mahogany Run to 
the North, the British Virgin Islands and 
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Drake’s Passage to the east, and 
MountainTop, Hull Bay and other 
smaller islands to the west. 
MOUNTAINTOP e West from Drake’s 
Seat is MountainTop, home of the World 
Famous Banana Daiquiri. Although 
their daiquiri is very tasty, MountainTop 
is much more than a place for a 
Caribbean concoction. This attraction 
boasts many unique shops, a tropical 
aviary, a restaurant and one of the most 
breathtaking views of Magen’s Bay, the 
British Virgin Islands and St. John from 
their terrace at fifteen hundred feet 
above sea level. The site was previously 
a communications point for the U.S. 
Government in the 1940's. 

FAIRCHILD PARK « At Fairchild Park, 
below MountainTop, is a fine sampling of 
Virgin Islands tropical foliage. The park 
was a gift to the people of the U.S. Virgin 
Islands from philanthropist Arthur 
Fairchild. 

ST. PETER GREATHOUSE ESTATE & 
GARDENS « Perched high atop the vol- 
canic peaks of St. Thomas, this eleven- 
acre tropical estate was originally part of 
the St. Peter Plantation in the 1800's. The 
lavish grounds have a self-guided nature 


trail that leads you through nearly 200 
varieties of tropical trees, plants and col- 
orful flowers. Classic native stonework 
and Caribbean architecture showcase a 
gallery displaying local art, and the 
observation deck, 1,000 feet above sea 
level, astounds you with views of more 
than 20 other islands and cays. 
THE WEST END « Traveling to the 
West End of the island, past the airport, 
takes you to the University of the Virgin 
Islands and the Reichhold Center for the 
Arts. This open-air amphitheater has a 
unique natural setting with stone, boul- 
ders and beautiful vegetation incorporat- 
ed into the design. The Center offers 
international attractions of music, dance 
and drama.

Selecting Your Diamonds 


The 4Gs determine the quality and value of a diamond and 
explain why some are more rare and valuable than others. 
The better any diamond'scores on each of these four 
characteristics, the more valuable it will be. 
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Color: Diamonds come ina variety of colors and are graded by their degree of color, shine 
and transparency. The scale will vary from the most precious colorless transparent to yellowish 
tones or tints. This in no way affects the quality of the diamond but is a question of personal taste. 


@ Carat / Weight: All precious stones are expressed in weight. This determines size and is 
measured in carats. For example one carat is divided into 100 "points", 50 points are half of a carat 
or 0.50 carats. The chart shown here shows the approximate size of diamonds and their carat weights. 


8 Clarity: Diamonds are the most brilliant gemstones. Rare, flawless, diamonds are virtually 
free of inclusions or surface markings. Inclusions exist in the majority of diamonds and are not 
visible to the naked eye, making each stone individually unique. This does not hinder their 
durability or beauty. The fewer the inclusions the more valuable the diamond will be. 

@ Cut: The cut is the process that reflects the maximum 

amount of light back to the eye. Most diamonds have 58 

carefully angled flat surfaces to bring out the maximum 

brilliance, fire and fascinating beauty of your diamond. bl)

Clowns which are still present 
in today’s celebrations, were originally used as 
crowd control using their whips to keep people 


| off the parade route. 


The ground-breaking event was successful 
and repeated in 1914. With the onset of World 
War I the celebration came to a close until almost 
40 years later. In 1952, the Carnival tradition that 
is still celebrated today was revitalized and con- 
tinues to be an annual festival bringing the peo- 


m ple of the Virgin Islands cheerfully together.

The shady public 
square, straight ahead from the ferry 
dock, is a popular place where many rest 
under the shade trees. It is also where 
numerous arts & crafts shows and events 
are centered. 


NATIONAL PARK VISITORS CEN- 
TER ° Be sure to stop at the National 
Park Visitors Center just north of the 
ferry dock in Cruz Bay. With two-thirds 
of the island being National Park you 
can’t help but take part in one of their 
activities or explore some aspect of 
parkland. The featured exhibits high- 
light the interpretive themes of the park 
including natural and cultural history. 
Park rangers are on-duty to answer 
your questions about weekly programs, 
the park, the island and its diverse 
plants, animals and people. Park spon- 


sored activities include guided hikes, 
snorkeling tours, history programs and 
nature talks. 

ELAINE IONE SPRAUVE LIBRARY 
AND MUSEUM © Just a short drive 
uphill from Cruz Bay is the Elaine Ione 
Sprauve Library and Museum. 
Formerly an Estate dating back to the 
1700's, the site is now home to a library 
and a museum housing an assortment 
of documents, historic artifacts and a 
large collection of archaeological pho- 
tographs relating to various topics on St. 
John. The site was admitted to the 
National Register of Historic Places on

July 1, 1976. 

REEF BAY TRAIL AND PETRO- 
GLYPHS « This popular 2.2 mile trail 
descends 937 feet from Centerline Road 
to the Reef Bay Valley, ending at the Reef 
Bay sugar factory near Genti Bay beach. 
Your hike will take you through tropical 
forest to cactus woodland then on to the 
shore of a beautiful sandy beach nestled 
in a protected bay. Throughout the trail 
are signposts identifying plant life, 
sugar mill ruins and points of interest. A 
side trail leads to the mysterious petro- 
glyphs: pictures and symbols carved in 
the rock beside a freshwater pool. The 
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National Park offers a ranger-guided 
hike several days each week including 
boat transportation from the beach to 
Cruz Bay. Advance reservations are 
required for this hike. 

ANNABERG SUGAR MILL Established 
in 1718, Annaberg Sugar Mill is one of St. 
John's best-preserved examples of the 
island's cultural past during the colonial 
and post-emancipation era. Self-guided 
and ranger-guided tours take visitors 
through the sugar factory ruins and pro- 
vide spectacular views of the British 
Virgin Islands. A small park entrance fee 
is collected. 

CORAL BAY « In 1718, a fort was con- 
structed in Coral Bay, one of the safest 
harbors in the Caribbean, and the first 
permanent settlement in St. John was 
established at Estate Carolina in Coral 
Bay. Since then not much growth has 
taken place and the locals like it that way. 
This funky little village on the East End of 
the island truly epitomizes St. John’s laid- 
back attitude. Several bars and restau- 
rants serve up lunch and dinner and 
there are also a few small shops in the 
area. It is a great place to stop for a rum 
cocktail and a 
Paradise”. 
BORDEAUX MOUNTAIN ¢ Bordeaux 
Mountain is the highest peak on St. John 
rising to 1,277 feet. Stop at the overlook 
off Centerline Road for breathtaking 
views down into the harbor of Coral Bay, 
out to the eastern British Virgin Islands

beach at one mile long and home to the 
Cinnamon Bay campground. Many ser-

ing an activity desk, toilets, changing 
areas, showers, telephones, restaurant, 
general store, and beach shop. An Old 
Danish Warehouse sets beachside and 
currently serves as a laboratory for a 
National Park Service archaeological 
excavation. Across the road from the 
campground are Danish plantation ruins 
and a self-guiding trail that travels past 
old graves and signposts identifying 
plant life. 

Located off Northshore Road in the 
National Park. 
FRANCIS BAY « The calm waters of 
Francis Bay make this a fantastic swim- 
ming beach and a great snorkel spot. As it 
is one of the longest beaches on St. John 
it’s easy to find a secluded spot to call 
your own. The trail behind the beach 
winds around a salt pond and is a natur- 
al habitat for many species of birds. 

Located in the National Park. Take 
Northshore Road, head towards 
Annaberg Sugar Mill. Take left at dead 
end. 
GREAT CRUZ BAY © Located at the 
Westin Resort, the palm-lined beach at 
Great Cruz Bay offers comfort and a 
multitude of amenities at your finger- 
tips. Visit the pool bar for a refreshing 
drink and settle in on a lounge chair 
under an umbrella or partake in one of 
the many water sports activities avail- 


able. Although all beaches in the Virgin 
Islands are open to the public, those on 
hotel properties may charge a small fee 
to use their amenities. 

Located on the Southwest side of the 
island at the Westin Resort. 
HAWKSNEST « Hugging the shore 
of this beautiful white sand beach are a 
lush stand of sea grape and palm trees 
providing a shady canopy for relief 
from the Caribbean sun. This smaller 
and quieter beach has a nearby reef 
abundant with marine life making it a 
superb spot for snorkeling. Facilities 
include a large parking lot, two picnic 
pavilions, picnic tables, charcoal grills, 
toilets and changing areas. 

Located off Northshore Road in the 

National Park. 
HONEYMOON BEACH & SOLO- 
MAN BAY © Two heavenly beaches 
with sparkling white sand and crystal 
clear waters separated by a rocky out- 
cropping. The abundance of fish makes 
snorkeling around the rocks delightful. 
These beaches are only accessible by 
water or a short hiking trail beginning 
besides the National Park Visitors 
Center in Cruz Bay. 

Located on the Northwest side of the 
island. Accessible only by water or hik- 
ing trail. 

LEINSTER BAY ° This Bay is situated 
below Annaberg Sugar Mill. This pebbly 
beach is great for exploring. Hunt for 
shells and coral washed up on the beach 
or search the mangrove covered shoreline 
for feral donkeys peeking out through the 
branches. A walk to the end of the beach 
will reward you with a small sandy area. 
Spectacular snorkeling is found off 
Waterlemon Cay, the small cay at the far 
end of the beach. During breeding sea- 
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son, starfish cover the sandy bottom near 
the cay. 

Located in the National Park. Take 
Northshore Road to the Annaberg Sugar 
Mill. 

MAHO BAY ° Nestle in to your own lit- 
tle spot along this long stretch of white 
sand. The tranquil, shallow waters make 
it a perfect swimming beach and home to 
turtles and rays, which are often spotted 
in this sheltered bay. The beach is easily 
accessible from roadside parking. 
Although roadside parking is limited, the 
easy access makes it a perfect spot for a 
quick swim. 

Located off Northshore Road in the 
National Park. 
SALT POND BAY « A secluded and 
“off-the-beaten path” natural beach with 
amazingly clear waters that offer superb 
snorkeling. To reach this beautiful beach 
you take a short hike down hill from the 
parking lot. You can continue hiking 
around a nearby salt pond toward the 
ocean. 

Located off Route 107 on the Southeast 
end of the island. 
TRUNK BAY ° The long stretch of daz- 
zling white sand and gorgeous waters 
make Trunk Bay one of the most pho- 
tographed and most visited beaches in 
the Virgin Islands. If you are adverse to 
crowds, visit early or late in the day to 
enjoy the famed underwater snorkel 
trail. The self-guiding underwater 
plaques identify fish and 
Lifeguards are on duty daily. Facilities
